By R. K. CARNEGIE 
OTTAWA, Nov. 4 CP)—Lack 
of information from the govern- 


ment as to how it proposes to keep

Until Gen, McNaughton, new 
defence minister, has made public 
his plans, all such speculation is 
without official foundation. One 
of the ways, however, to meet the 
situation if there is likely te be 
a shortage of reinforcements 
would be to reduce the number of 
divisions Canada has in the field. 
There are two divisions in lItaly

No Halo for Laval 


The French government is to pick a 24- 
man jury which will try Marshal Petain, 
Pierre Laval and other members of the 
cabal which functioned as Hitler’s agent in 
dragooning the people of France into obe- 
dience to the Fuehrer’s will. They will have 
to be tried in absentia, of course. 

In a quite different sense, selection of 
the jury will also put the de Gaulle regime 
on trial, before the judgment of the public. 
Care will have to be exercised in choosing 
the jurors that these are men who will 
measure the guilt of the accused according 
to the specific charges made against them 
and the evidence presented. 

It would be easy in France—or any 
other Allied country—to pick a jury that 
would condemn the Vichyites off-hand, 
with small attention to exact accusations 
or supporting testimony. But while the 
finding of such a jury would sentence Pe- 
tain and Laval to prison or even to the guil- 
lotine, it would also react to convict de 
Gaulle of having tipped the scales of justice 
against them. 

That is a charge no government of 
France can afford to risk having raised 
against it, French opinion is nothing if not 
critical, and any appearance of a desire to 
punish even Petain and Laval without fair 
trial could make them martyrs in the popu- 
lar regard, little as they deserve any such 
honor.

No Hapsburgs, Please 


An interesting despatch from London 
says that the Archduke Otto of Hapsburg, 
pretender to the throne of Austria and 
Hungary, has secretly left the United 
States by plane for some unknown destina- 
tion in Europe. 

One is moved to wonder just what has 
whipped up young Otto's hopes to the point 
of a hasty journey of this kind. 

Certainly the Nazi overlords of Austria 
and Hungary have not recalled him, be- 
cause surely his presence would lend no aid 
to their plans. Nor is it easy to think that 
this flight is a speculative adventure on his 
own account. The Hapsburgs are hard 
enough put to it to eat without financing 
air jaunts to Europe in time of war. 

Certainly one hesitates to believe that 
the Allied Nations are employing any one 
of his discredited house in a political man- 
oeuvre. 

It is good business, probably, to reseat 
aS many of the European monarchs as pos- 
sible on their thrones. Monarchy, in many 
cases, is much more stable, in uncertain 
times, than any other form of government. 


But surely the Hapsburgs are somewhat 
too soiled to be employed as honest pawns 
in any honest game.

Cologne, familiar to many Edmonton 
men who were there with the occupation 
troops after the armistice was signed in 
1918, now holds the unenvied distinction of 
being the most bombed city in the world.
